Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1-9 and 16-18, drawn to a liquid crystal display (LCD) module, classified 
in class 349, subclass 129. 

II. Claims 10-15, drawn to an LCD manufacturing method, classified in class 349, 
subclass 189.

2. Inventions I and II ai e related as apparatus and product made. The inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the apparatus as 
claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the apparatus can be used for 
making a different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and 
materially different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this case, the LCD module can be made 
by a method different from group n (e.g., dispersing liquid crystal droplets instead of fiUing the 
liquid crystal).
